AVERAGE OF 184 GUINEAS.

The opening resolution was proposed by 
Mr, Ty Ward (National Union of Railway- 
men, Belfast), which called for the national- 
isation of railways. In moving the resolu- 
tion, Mr. Ward said that the total railway 
capital on which interest was ‘payable in

If the railways were 
State-owned there would not be competition 
such as was being offered by the ‘buses. 
They might as well expect competition in the 
carrying of letters. i

the railways should not be obliged to pay 
dividends. He referred to the visit to the 
West of Ireland by a party of American 
and English Pressmen recently, and said 
that the engine driver selected, because of 
his high capacity, to drive them through the 
country, &@ man, with forty years’ experience, 
was dismissed after the visit at a moments 
notice, and the company, as an act of grace, 
gave him a pension of 1s. per day. That 
was how the outside workers were treated 
by companies controlling the Irish railways.

DENTISTS NEED NOT|

FREE STATE OUTSIDE 
BRITISH ACT. 
—— 


It is not necessary for a mé who prac- 
tises dentistry in the Irish Free State to be 
registered under the Dental Act of 1021, 
because there has been no. fusion yet 
between the Irish Medical Association and 
the British Medical Association, said Mr. G. D. 
Scott, solicitor, appearing at Londonderry 
Petty Sessions yesterday for Aaron Leslie 
Barnett, who was prosecuted by the Dental 
Board of the United ay ae or practising 
dentistry without being duly registered. 


t was stated to reside at the Waver- 
ley Hotel, Carlisle road, Lo y, and it 
was that he practised dentistry on a 


man at y: 

Mr. Andrew Robb, who appeared íor the 
Dental Board, quoted sections of the Act 
showing that the defendant was liable to a 
fine of not meng ea £100. He pressed for a 
heavy penalty as a deterrent. 

Evidence was given that Barnett had at- 
tended at a house in Claudy on every fair 
day for the last six months. There were two 
notices on the house, one reading, ‘‘ Mr, A. L. 
Barnett, dentist, attends here to-day,’ and 
the other, ‘‘ Mr. Barnett, dentist, successor 
to Mr. Golding, attends here by appoint- 
ment.’ 


Mr. Scott admitted that a technica] offence 
had been committed. Barnett had been prac- 
tising dentistry since 1912. He had served 
his time in the usual way, and after 
the passing of the Dental Act in 1912 took out 
a certificate entitling him to practise. He 
did not renew the certificate this year, as his 

ractice was confined almost entirely to towns 
in Donegal. 

On July 27th last he applied to have his 
name restored to the register, but the British 
Medical Association replied that it could not 
comply with the request until the case, which 
was then pending, had been heard. After- 
wards a further application could be made. 

Mr. Scott said that, no doubt, Barnett’s 
name would be restored, and he suggested 
that the case could be met by a small penalty. 

The magistrate said that the Act had come 
into operation in 1921 to protect the public 
and dental profession. The Bench must 
regard the offence as of some seriousness and 
it could not: make the fine less than the 
amount of the licence duty for the year, which | 
was £5. 

The magistrates granted 20s. costs, and 
awarded one-third of the penalty to the com- 
plainants.

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MEMORIAL IN ARMAGH 
CATHEDRAL, 


A HANDSOME PLECE OF 
WORK. 


A ‘stained glass window placed in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, Armagh, in memory 
of the late Lord Armaghdale, will be 
dedicated on Sunday next by the Primate 
of All Ireland (Most Rev. Dr. D'Arcy). 

The window, which has been placed gn the 
south side of the nave, consists Of three 
lights, with tracery above. In the centre 
light is @ figure of St. John the Evangelist, 
holding his emblém, with an eagle in the 
background. Beneath the figure is a small 
subject representing St. John on the Isle of 
Patmos, writing the “ Book of Revelation.” 
In the left hand light isa figure of St. George, 
clad in armour, and holding a sword, and in 
the panel below he is represented as slaying 
the dragon. St. Patrick occupies the right- 
hand light, and is robed as an early 
niiesionary Bishop, holding a pastoral staff 
of Celtic design in his left hand, while his 
right hand is raised in benediction, Below 
he is represented as laying before the Ulster 
chieftain his plans for building his Church. 

The three figures are interesting, as show- 
ing three distinct types of character, as ex- 
pressed in their faces—St. John, as the 
‘mystic’; St. George, as the young virile 
warrior, and St. Patrick, as the strong 
rugged-looking missionary. 

n the u per part of each light is a shield, 
vdetoauted. y 4 wreath. The shields bear 
respectively the Cross of St. George, the 
Chalice, and the Cross of St. Patrick. The 
wreaths aré composed of the rose, the vine, 
and the shamrock; the same emblems forming 
also a conventional pattern delicately painted 
on the diamond-quarry background. The 
rose of England and the Irish harp are intro- 
duced in the cusps of the stonework, and the 
two larger pieces of tracery at the top of the 
window are filled with two angels. The back- 
yround is wrought almost. entirely in silvery 
antique white, the borders being tinged with 
blue, but the figures are in strong colour, in 
varying shades of ruby, purple and golden 
brown of exceptionally fine quality. 

Beneath the window has been placed a 
tablet, executed in English alabaster, on a 
background of Devonshire Ashburton marble 

This tablet bears on the left-hand side the 
arms of Lord Armaghdale, carved in relief 


glory of God, and to the 
beloved memory of John Brownlee Lonsdale, 
Lord Armaghdale, His Majesty's Lieutenant 
ef the County of Armagh, and Member of 
Parliament for the County for 19 vears.

The statement which was 
yesterday 's Board meeting of the Great 
Southern Railway of: Ireland ~ discloses 
an extremely serious condition of 
affairs. The amalgamated company has 
decided to pay no interim dividend 
on its 7,767,000 Ordinary, or on 
its £5,068,000 Preference Stock for the 
half-year. Dividends at the rate of 4 
per cent. will be paid on the Guaranteed 
Stock, which amounts to £3,885,300;. but 
in order to find the money for this pay- 
ment the company is being forced to with- 
draw the sum of £207,000 from the grant 
which it obtained from the British 
Government at the end of the period of 
control, Debentures already have absorbed 
£166,424; the dividend on the Guaran- 
teed Stock will require £77,706, and only 
£37,180. will be>distributed in earned 
money, for the half-year. The gravity ol 
this situation needs no emphasis. ‘ There 
has been a decrease in the receipts of the 
amalgamated company to the extent of 
£322,940 as compared with the first six 
months of last year. Every week the 
position is becoming and the 
Government seems to be regarding the 
matter with a degree of equanimity which, 
in the circumstances, is remarkable. <A 
comparison with last year’s figures is 
instructive. The amalgamated. company 
consists of the old Great. Southern and 
Western, the Midland and Great Western, 
the Dublin and South-Eastern, and 
several smaller companies. Last year 
the Great Southern and Western Company 
paid a dividend of 14 per on its 
Ordinary Shares. The same div was 
paid by the Midland and Great Western 
and the Cork and Macroom Companies. 
The Dublin and South-Eastern Company 
paid no dividend on its Ordinary Shares, 
but paid 2 per cent. on its Consolidated. 
Preference Stock, while the Cork, Bandon 
and South Coast paid 1 per cent.. These 
dividends were anything but satisfactory, 
but they were better than nothing.

that amalgamation which was held out: as 
a panscea, and one of its earliest. results 
is that the unfortunate shareholders, many 
of them dependent on their. holdings, 
have been sent empty away. . 

It is idle to indulge in academic specu- 
lation concerning the origins of the Irish 
railways’ financial straits. There it is. 
The amalgamated company has.begun to 
encroach on its capital to pay its guaran- 
teed dividends. That process cai continue 
for a certain’ length of ‘time; but 
it has a very definite limit: . Unless 
‘Trish railways 
is tackled and solved in the very near 
future, the whole system will collapse, 
with disastrous results for the country. 
The shareholders already have lost 
heavily, their chief concern now is to 
save as much as possible from the wreck. 
Even more important than their interests, 
however, is the ‘economic welfare of the 
country. Without a proper failway 
system no modern community can _ thrive. 
Ireland's whole prosperity depends ulti- 
mately on transport; for the most 
scientific and enterprising farmer is help- 
less without some méans of conveying his 
produce fromthe field to the “market. 
The railways constitute only a part of the 
general problem of transport; but their 
plight is so direvthat attention must be 
concentrated on them without delay. The 
Government enforced amalgamation on

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an uneconomic basis, with the result 
that a signal-man at a wayside station in 
Connemara is virtually in the same’ posi- 
tion as the man who nightly holds the 
lives of thousands in’ his hands at Crewé 
or Carlisle.

‘| be no hope of real improvement. In the 


meanwhile the entire economic life of the 
country is in peril. We hesitate to strike 
a note of alarm at a moment when the 
great success of the Dublin Hotse Show 
has given new hope to the Irish people.

China. 

Affairs in China go from bad to worse. 
The recent outbreak of violence was 
directed chiefly against Japanese and 
British interests, and Britain has been 
by far the largest sufferer. Millions of 
pounds of British money have been lost, 
British trade has been disorganised, and 
British prestige im the East has been 
lowered. In the House of Lords the Earl 
of Gosford raised the question of the 
Chinese situation, and observed that 
the .treaties..under which British 
merchants operated -had become virtually 
a dead letter. Tye Central Government 
in China is unable..to fulfil its treaty 
obligations, since its authority is mocked 
by the military governors of the provinces 
and by the “turbulent elements which 
attacked the foreign settlements. The 
Chinese strikers, and the ‘populace which 
now was boycotting the, Europeans, Lord 
Gosford -declared; would be: reconciled if 
they were convinced of British good faith 
and met in a spirit of equity and justice. 
The Earl of Balfour agreed with Lord 
Gosford’s” View of the ‘situation and its 
causes, but, he said, “if ever there was a 
case in which, if salvation was to be 
attained, it must be worked out by a people 


i! themselves, that was the case in China at 


this momenht.’’ We fear that British 
interests will suffer sadly if the remedy 
for present troubles is to wait on the 
political regeneration of an area as large 
and as populous as the ancient Roman 
Empire. The slack’ authority of the im- 
memorial Emperors has dissolved, anid 
many lifetimes may pass before the loose 
masses which form the Chinese. nation 
attain effective unity. In the meantime, 
British lives and property are in danger, 
and the incomes on which many investors 
depend for a livelihood are suspended. 

We are glad that at least a judicial 
inquiry into the Shanghai outbreak is to 
be held, with a Chinese judge on the 
tribunal. This will be taken by reason- 
able Chinese as a mark of good faith. 
China and the world alike are in the dark’ 
respecting the causes of that fatal episode, 
and, so long as a judicial verdict and, if 
needs be, disciplinary action are delayed, 
the inflammatory allegations of agitators 
must spread unchecked. Britain and the 
Powers must eradicate all just cause for 
grievance among the natives, whose peace 
and progress, in default. of a strong and 
enlightened national Government, must be 
largely determined by the Treaty Powers. 
It is said that it is a breach of courtesy 
even to mention the name of Shanghai to 
a Chinese gentleman, so unfortunate are 
the humiliations to which his race is sub- 
jected in that great city. At the gates 
of the parks notices appear forbidding 
the entry of “bicycles, dogs and 
Chinese ’’—and so long as the spirit thus 
indicated governs the European authori- 
ties, resentment among educated Chinese 
well may bé expected. Labour conditions 
must be improved, and the reproaci of 
exploiting the unprotected yellow race 
must be ended. Until these things are 
done—until, the Treaty Powers have set 
their house in order—the Bolshevist agents 
will find it easy to maintain a ferment of 
unrest. It is high time that the Powers 
should revise their Chinese policy and com- 
bine to counteract the Bolshevist propa- 
ganda. Efforts should be made to assist 
those forces in China which are striving 
for order and progress. To leave China to 
work out her own salvation is really to 
leave her to the unchecked permeation of 
Bolshevism... China would be saved from 
the revolutionary welter into which she is 
relapsing if the spirit of old-time Chinese 
pattiotism were awakened. 


The Decline of Oratory. 


An age which prides itseli on being 
severely practical is devoting more and 
more’ attention te the matter of a speech 
and less and less to the manner of its 
delivery. Demosthenes's famous Philippics 
or Peter the Hermit’s series of declama- 
tions ‘never would fire the world of to-day. 
The Mother of Parliaments, which once 
listened rapt and with tears to Sheridan s 
four-day speech on the trial of Warren 
Hastings, now wonders with admiring awe 
at a Chancellor of the Exchequer who can 
discourse for three hours on the Budget, 
helped -by copious quotations from 
manuscripts. Not only, however, has the 
highest oratory deteriorated ; the average 
standard of public speaking is worse to- 
day than ever it was Mr. Henry 
Ainley, guest of honour at a luncheon 
in London recently, declared: ' We must 
ge. back the digmity and beauty of public 
speech. It is extraordinary to me that 
nobody is ever taught to speak well. At 
the age of eighteen voung people should 
be able to stand up in public without 
fear or nervousness.” Irishmen have 
traditionally the “gift of the gab,’’ and 
many of the greatest orators of all time 


have been of Irish blood or descent; but ' 


we suffer from the prevailing disease. 
Neither the Dail nor the Northern Parlia- 
ment produces speaking worthy of our 
heritage. The same is true of our 
churches, and even our after-dinner 
‘speakers, with some few brilliant excep- 
tions, are very poor. Worse still, in 
this country ‘rhetoric, and especially 
‘Celtic rhetoric, is apt to be suspect. 
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eo often do we regard eloquence as in- 
compatible with sincerity. The remedy 
tly at any rate, with the schools.

Apostles of. State ownership will find 
melancholy reading in a recent despatch 
from New York, The Emergency Fleet 
Corporation, controlled by the United 
States Shipping Board, was formed in 
1917 to meet war-time demands, and 
eventually the Board controlled.a fleet of 
no fewer than 1,300 vessels of all types. 
It was found, with the operation 
of peace-time conditions, that the ships 
could not be run except at great’ loss, and 
accordingly the majority remained idle in 
harbour. This was found to be an im- 
possible situation, and the Shipping Board 
now has sold for scrap its superfluous 
stock. Mr. Henry Ford has bid £350,000 
for two hundred Government steel ships, 
and his bid has been accepted. They 
will be melted down in the Ford 
factories, and purchasers of motor cars in 
a few months’ time will be able to boast 
that they are being transported by what 
was once part of the United States 
Mercantile Marine. Furthermore, two 
hundred emergency wooden vessels, which. 
cost approximately £200,000_ apiece, have 
been sold for one-thousandth part of “that 
sum for the value of their fittings. These 
will form shortly on the River Potomac 
what probably will be the most. expensive 
bonfire since. Nero set fire to Rome. 
According to. Mr. O'Connor, the Chairman 
of the Shipping Board, America has 
decided that a fleet of merchant ships is 
an essential part of America’s business 
equipment and national defence, and the 


Government bas ceme to: thé conclusion ' 


that the best means of maintaining such a 
fleet is to take the ships out of the hands 
of the taxpayer and to place them in 
private hands for profitable operation.

WIRELESS TALK WITH 
GREENLAND 


INTERVIEW WITH POLAR 


EXPLORER. 
es NEW YURK, Thursday. 

The . Chieago< Correspondent of “the. As. 
sociated Press has had a wireless interview 
with Captain MacMillan, on board the steam- 
ship Peary, at Etah, Greenland, a distance 
which is estimated at 3,700 miles. - The feat 
is believed to be unique in the history of 
journalism. : 

First of all, the music oí & gramaphone was 
heard, the Correspondent thus being per- 
mitted to participate in a concert which was 
being given to Eskimos at Etah. Finally, 
Captain MacMillan’s. own voice was heard, re- 
questing that questions should be confined to 
the subject of wireless. In answer to a 
query, regarding the greatest distance from 
which he had heard by wireless, the explorer 
said that he. had heard code messages from 
New Zealand, and had worked a code with 
England, France, Holland and Sweden. He 
had also heard voices from Schenectady and 
London. He had had difficulty. in. maintain- 
ing two-way communication, abut hoped to 
remedy this. 

Captain MacMillan said that he had only 
discovered one missionary using wireless— 
the Rev. Mr, Perritt, of Hopedale, Labrador, 
who had been home to London only three 
times in 32 years. He very seldom got mails, 
and he found the wireless a great boon. 
Missionaries, generally, were unable to afford 
wireless sets, not having enough money even 
for the bare necessities of life. In answer to 
a question as to how the Eskimos appre- 
ciated wireless, Captain MacMillan said that 
they simply accepted it as another great work 
of the white man, and thought it not morte 
wonderful than the gramaphone. The inter. 
view lasted about an hour and a half.— (Press 
Association Special Telegram. )

iris school education were stibstituted for

: “ As for articles by me, why should I go 
barking in your alley? You have conquered 
half the earth, and will conquer the rest 
without my help.

THE PRIME MINÍSTER'S 
SPEECH. )

The House of Commons was dull and 
gloomy-looking to-day; for outside it was 
raining, while there was no artificial light 
inside. Members. thronged the benches 
and, almost suffocated in the moist heat, 
probably envying the people in the 
Strangers’ Gallery clad in light garments 
and free to go if they desired. In the 
Peers’ Gallery quite a dozen noble lords 
were waiting for the Prime Minister to 
speak, including Lord Sumner. the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, and ,the Duke .of 
Sutherland. The Distinguished Strangers’ 
Gallery could have held quite a score more 
visitors than it did, while the Diplomats’ 
Gallery was filled, the occupants including 
a lady. The galleries round the House 
were occupied early in the afternoon, and 
when the Prime Minister began to speak 
Ministers, crowded out of the Govern- 
ment Front Bench, moved upstairs. Lord 
Esmé Pércy, Mr. G. Locker-Lampson, Sir 
F. Gilmour and Colonel Ashley were 
among them. 6 

In the Chamber every seat was taken, 
The Liberals, who have been very slack in 
their attendance of late, rolled up in force 
and they must have numbered quite thirty, 
with Mr. Lloyd George, in light grey 
clothes, at their head. The Opposition 
Benches were crowded, while Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald; on the Front Bench, headed 
a great array of Labour leaders. Mr. 
Baldwin, who entered the House only a 
few moments. before he spoke, was sup- 
ported by his leading Ministers, including 
Mr. Churchill, Mr. A. Chamberlain, Mr. 
N. Chamberlain,. and Mr. Bridgeman. 


Reasons Not Revealed. 


The Prime Minister's speech was not a 
great effort, though it was quite im- 
pressive. It was almost in the style of an 
apologia, and he was so long dealing with 
the events leading up to the situation of 
Thursday last that members began to grow 
somewhat weary. This explanation occu-’ 
pied twenty-five minutes out of the fifty 
minutes he was speaking. Mr. Baldwin 
did not reveal whether any outside factor 
compelled him to take the course he did, 
but said that he made’ up his mind on 
that Thursday night to secure a respite, 
with the hope that a possible revival of 
trade might not be threatened by a strike. 
In a personal touch he greatly moved the 
House by saying that he himself had seen 
works closed down as a result of.a coal 
stoppage, and knew what it meant to the 
innocent men, women and children affected. 
He said that he foresaw the criticism 
likely to be evoked by his action, but it 
was a much easier thing to be rattled into 
a fight than into a peace. 


Warning to Socialists. 


The Socialist Party had listened quietly 
up to this moment, but as soon as the 
Prime Minister began to talk directly to 
them in clear explicit language concerning 
the threats of a general stoppage some of 
them yurew restless and began to sneer. 
It was only for a moment or so, because 
Mr. Baldwin was so deeply in earnest that 
his sincerity had to be recognised. So 
strongly did he advocate the cause of a 
true democracy that Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald was punctuating his remarks with 
appreciative nods. As a conclusion to a 
speech which was, perhaps, more retark- 
able for what it left unsaid than for what 
it contained, came the intimation that, if 
the extremists ever tried a throw with the 
people of this country, anarchy would 
receive a shock which would be felt 
throughout the world. A few of the 
Socialist Back Bench extremists jeered at 
this, but the great mass of the party sat 
quietly, and were, undoubtedly, im- 


pressed. 
A Mixed Reception. 


In the Lobby members gathered together 
after the Prime Minister had spoken to 
exchange opinicns on his speech, and, 
while the idea seemed to be that the speech 
was a real Baldwin one, since it was a 
direct appeal for the avoidance of strife, 
there was a feeling that it did not tell al! 
that there was to be told. Members were 
anxious to know how it was that the Prime 
Minister was declaring in one hour that 
there could be no subsidy and in another 
offering many millions. The Conservative 
members professed themselves satisfied that 
Mr. Baldwin did all he could to secure a 
respite, and, thouth the respite was secured 
at so great a price, it may prove to be 
worth while. Socialists in conversation 
seemed to have lost sight of the earlier 
portion of the speech and pinned their 
attention to the closing sentences which, it 
was clear, had come as something of a 
shock. One Socialist remarked to me that 
the speech was the one wanted by Mr. 
Macdonald to strengthen his position 
against the extremists and Communists. 


French Debts. 


The coming visit of M: Briand to London 
will be mainly, if not entirely, concerned 
with the Western European Security Pact, 
and any further consideration of the 
French debt will be deferred until M. 
Caillaux is able to take up the discussion 
at the point at which it was leit when the 
delegation which has been conferring with 
the British Treasury returned to Paris 
last week. The immediate matter in con- 
nection with the Pact is the consideration 
of an answer to the last German Note, 
and M. Briand is bringing a draft reply 
for submission to Mr. Austen Chamber- 
lain. Progress also has been made with 
the drafting of the Pact, and, substantial 
agreement having been reached in the 
conferences between British: and French 
experts in Paris, the French Premier is 
expected to bring with him the text which 
has been provisionally agreed upon. 


The Dominion Office. 


Tt was expected that the Earl of 
Clarendon would be appointed Parlia- 
mentary Under-Secretary for the new 
Department of Dominion Affairs, since he 
has had the great advantage of a personal 
knowledge of one of the overseas 
Dominions. Before he came into the 
Earldom in 1914 he had settled in Ontario 
with his wife and her brother, Lord 
Somers, as fruit farmers. Lord Clarendon 
still owns a small estate in Canada, and 
goes to visit it now and again. 


A National Electric Supply. 


Consideration- of a national electric 
supply scheme, which was to have formed 
the subject of. discussion during the 
autumn session of Parliament, will now 
be postponed until next year. It is under. 
stood that Cabinet approval has been 
given to the plan inquired into by a com- 
mittee’ under the chaixmanship of Sir 
Douglas Hogg, the Attorney-General ; 
but it would entail a very heavy expendi. 
ture, and it is felt that no further strain 
should be placed upon the national 
finances during the present financial year. 
It is p that it will be dealt with 
as early as possible next year, and in the 
meanwhile the financial side of the ques- 
tion will be fully worked out.

LOWER BANK RATE. 


WHAT CHEAPER MONEY WILL 
MEAN, 


From OUR CorresPonpent. 
LONDON, Thursday. 

The decision of the Directors of the Bank 
of England to reduce the Bank rate from 5 
per cent. to 44 per cent. to-day was unex- 
pected, for only quite recently there was t: lk 
of a possible increase. The Stock Exchan 
was unprepared for any change, and the 
effect was an immediate rise in prices, par- 
ticularly of Riivedged and Home Railway 
securities. e announcement was received 
with enthusiasm, and excited bidding for 
Stock prevailed for a while. 

The reduction will enable traders to obtain 
ei at. a 
cheaper ráte of interest. The Stock Markets 
will also benefit, as with Bank deposits only 
earning 24 per cent. there*will be a natural 
inclination for the transfer of deposits . to 
Government. securities, the effect of which 
will be mainly felt in such Stocks as 5 per 
Cent. War Hoan and Conversions. 

The reduction of 4 per cent. may be only 
a tentative measure, as there will be the 
usual autumn demand for credits to finance 
the movement of crops in the United States, 
and unless the inflow of gold continues on a 
large scale during the next few weeks, it 
may be necessary to raise the Bank rate 
again to 5 per cent. or more. 


MORE GOLD. 

Since the return to the gold standard on 
April 29 the total amount of gold received 
from abroad is 651,000. This has 
strengthened the position of the Bank of 
ba. CA whose gold holding, as shown in 
todays Bank return, amounted to 
£164,500,152, against £128,733,163 in the 
middle of April, while the reserve, which at 
that date stood at £28,203,918, now totals 
£37,950,527, with a ratio to liabilities of 
51.2 per cent., against 22.9 per cent. in April. 

Not since pre-war days has the Bank rate 
been regulated by. the movements of gold, 
and the change affords an indication that in 
financial matters the country is gradually 
getting back to normal. The Bank of Eng- 
land Directors have been guided recently by 
New York, and have generally adjusted the 
fate in accordance with the rise or fall in the 
value of money in the United States. 

The policy now adopted by the Bank Direc- 
tors clearly indicates that they are in a better 
position than hitherto to reassert their in- 
dependence and retain the position of London 
as the financial centre of the world. 

THE LAST CHANGE. 

The last change made in the Bank rate 
was on March 5, when it was raised from 
4 per .cent. to 5 per cent.. The discount 
houses decided to reduce their rates from 3 
to 24 per cent. for money at call, and from 
34 to 23 per cent. for money at short notice. 
Following the reduction in the Bank rate 
the Joint Stock Banks announced that the 
rate allowed by them for money on deposit 
will be lowered from 3 to 2) per cent.

REDUCED BANK RATE, 


Dealing with the Bank rate and the soil 
standard, Zhe TZ'imes, in a leading article, 
says :—Ihanks to the restoration of the gold 
standard at the end of April and to the jarge 
addition—amounting to £8,600,000—which it 
has brought to our gold supplies, the Bank 
of Kngland was enabled yesterday to reduce 
the Bank rate from 5 to 44 per cent. The 
suggestion made here and there that the steo 
has been taken under ‘political pressure may 
be dismissed as the very opposite of the truth 
Ir .o far as political or ‘semi-political im. 
fluences may be said to have affected the ‘c- 
cision, they have really delayed rather than 
hastened it, for if the Court of the Bank had 
contemplated’ such a step a week or a fort- 
night ago they could hardly have taken :t 
with the prospect that a coal strike might 
throw the whole economic machine into chaos 
and disorder at any moment. 

Undoubtedly, the action of the Bank took 
hoth the Money Market and the Stock 
Exchange by surprise, but those whose busi. 
ness it is to follow monetary events closely 
were net unprepared for the movement, and 
its possility was foreshadowed in these 
columns so long ago asJuly 21st. A retro- 
spect of events since the last movement. in 
the Bank rate is quite sufficient to explain the 
situation. 

Last March, following the raising of the 
New York rate from 3 to ó; per cent., the 
London rate was advanced from 4 to 5 per 
cent. This widening of the margin between 
British and American rates naturally had 
the effect of attracting unemployed’ American 
balances to London, and it is believed that 
these balances now. amount to very large 
figures. Some of the creat British banks 
have offered exceptionaliy high rates for 
them. Other foreign balances have also been 
transferred to London—partly because: the re- 
turn to gold has restored that confidence in 
British currency which made London before 
the war the chief repository of foreign money 
in the world, a position which could never 
| have been recovered so long as this country 
remained on an inconvertible paper basis.

MR. BALDWIN AND HIS CRITICS. 

he Times, iú á leading article, says :— 
The Government has emerged from the debate 
on the coal crisis without any loss, and, for 
that matter, without any access of strength. 
In truth, the great attack, of which so much 
was said beforehand, fell rather flat when it 
came to the point. There was something un- 
real about it, because no one was able to show, 
or even to suggest, any alternative way of pre- 
venting the stoppage but that taken by the 
Government, and no responsible person ven- 
tured to advocate the policy of letting the 
stoppage take place. These were the only 
alternatives, as he Prime Minister pointed 
out in his opening speech, and as Mr. Churchill 
reiterated later m the evening. Neither Mr. 
Macdonald nor Mr Lloyd George would say 
what else they would have done themselves 
in the circumstances of last week; and, that 
being so, their criticism of the Government's 
policy bears only on details, not on the main 
question, which is the grant of a subsidy to 
carry the industry on while it is being in- 
vestigated and reorganised. 

Mr. Baldwin confined himself to defending 
this course, and had no difficulty in doing so. 
He outlmed the past history of the 
relations between the Government and the 
mining industry since 1912, and showed how 
the practice of. interfering had grown up, 
beginning with the Minimum Wage Act of 
that year, going on to control during the 
war, then to the: fankey Inquiry and tle 
Coal Mines Act of 1919, the Mining Industry 
Act and. the Continuance of Contracts to 
1921, when decontrol was followed by the 
great dispute, which in turn led to the grant- 
ing of a subvention to tide the industry over 
a difficult period. 

It is desirable as he saw to. recall this his- 
torical background, because it shows that 
Government intervention has heen: occurring 
and recurring for years, and that a subven- 
tion is not a new device. It has long been 
found impossible in practice tc’ maintain the 
principle of non-interference, however sound 
it may be in theory, and this is an answer to 
those critics who hold that. the. parties 
should have been left to settle ‘their own 
differences.

It dealt with long-past 
events, which first led to Government inter- 
vention in disputes affecting the mining in- 
dustry.

ALTERNATIVES STATED. 

Coming to the present crisis, he said there 
had been no real general attempt at negotia- 
tion.

3y Thursday 
evening, of last week, it was quite @bvious 
that a deadlock had been reached in which it 
seemed very difficult to find a way round at 
all.

There were two alternatives on Thursday 
nighi—one to have a stoppage; the other to 
find a way out. The reasons for avoiding a 
strike were so obvious that they were hard!v 
worth detailing. A strike would not only 
have paralysed all trade for a time, but would 
have thrown back for months, possibly for 
vears, anv chance of revival. More than 
that—Was this the time wittingly to enter 
upon a struggle which might easily involve 
a .loss of one hundred millions, or 
even more’? In a dispute like this 
It was the rank and file who suffered, and 
he did’ not think that injury should be in- 
flicted upon people if there was an honour- 
able way out.

EX-PREMIER’S CRITICISM. 

Mr. Ramsay -Macdonald .chafied Mr. 
Baldwin with his want of experience in the 
handling of the great massés of humanity.

He demurred to the 
description of this monetary grant as a sub- 
sidy to the industry. It was nothing of the 
kind.

As to the subsidy, the Govern- 
ment, in view of the situation, could take 
no other course. It was entirely their own 
fault. They had failed to keep in touch with 
currents which had been flowing for many 
months past, and their failure was costing 
the country ten millions. 

Mr. Lioyd George, who {cllowed, regarded 
tLe position as exceedingly serious. © The 
estimate of ten millions now asked for had 
no basis in fact, and who could say that 
twenty-four millions was the maximum figure 
which the tax-payers would be c upon 
to pay for this patched-up truce?

re-organisation of ‘the coal trade, and, in

YIELDING TO THREATS. 

This subsidy was nationalisation in its 
worst form. It was a guarantee of wages 
and profits, without any control, limit, or 
restriction. — If there was to be a subsidy, 
there should be control. The real fact. was 
that the Government had refused to face 
the threat of a stoppage, and nobody recog: 
nised this more than Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, 
who, for his outspokenness, had been soundly 
birched in private. (Laughter.) So often, 
indeed, had the Leader of the agg 
heen chastised, that his seat must by this 
time be getting a little uneasy. However, 
the Government had yielded to threats, and 
there was no use in the Home Secretary's 
barking at the Red Flag, whilst his chief was 
e in gilding the flag staff with stan- 
dard gold. ; 

Sir Robert Horne was rather disappoint, 
ing.

CHANCELLOR'S REPLY. 

Mr. Churchill declared himself not dis- 
leased with the course which the debate 
ad taken. No body of opinion had been 
marshalled in any effective manner against 
the action which the Government had taken. 
He was assured by the Mines Department 
that there was no danger of the bottom being 
knocked out of the coal market in con- 
sequénce of the line adopted. He agreed 
that the settlement contained no element of 
finality, but an interval had been secured in 
the hope that study and patience would lead 
to a satisfactory settlement, It was a 
humiliating position for a great industry to 

e in, when, after all its organisation for 
dividing profits and adjusting disputes, they 
should confront the State with the alterna- 
tives of ruining the trade of the country or 
payment out of the incomes of struggling busi- 
ness men and taxes on working people. 

The Government had decided to pay what 
might well be fifteen millions to obtain a re- 
spite. He hoped that the time would be well 
spent. Nobody liked the subsidy ; but equally 
nobody wanted a strike. He had no doubt 
that the decision to give a subsidy was best 
in the interests of the country The Govern- 
ment, in the first session of its life, was bound 
to look ahead for several years, and to plough 
-its way through difficulties, even amid taunts 
and jeers. He did not intend to impose any 
new taxation in connection with this sub- 
vention. 

The Chancellor's last word was directed 
against the trade unions. There was, he said, 
a growing disposition on the part of these 
bodies to use the immunities they had under 
the law in the pursuit of far-reaching political 
and economic aims. The attempt to ‘‘ hold 
up ” the community, which had become more 
and more apparent, required the profound at- 
tention of the House. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas and Captain Wedgwood- 
Benn added a few words, and then the Honse 
divided, with the result that the estimate 
was agreed to by 551 votes to 16. The figures 
were received with loud cheers from all parts 
of the House.

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE.

TRADES UNION OFFICIAL 
CHARGED. 


Thomas H. Watson, a Trades’ Union 
official, of 53 Ship street, Belfast, was re- 
manded at the Custody Court yesterday on a 
charge of attempting to take his life on Tues- 
day last.
